Dollar and Pound. 

President Roosevelt's “ rubber’ dollar 
continues to bounce backwards and 
forwards. On Monday there was a 
difference of no less than eight cents 
between the opening and closing prices 
on the New York exchange. Yesterday it 
stood at 5.12 to the £ sterling ; to-day it 
may stand at six, or four. The fact is 
that the financial world is entirely at 
sea—not because President Roosevelt has 
done anything particularly outrageous, but 
simply because nobody knows what he pro- 
poses to do next. When he decided to 
raise commodity prices there was much 
talk about his “ plan ’’ ; it seems now that 
he has no plan. He began to buy gold, first 
in the United States and then abroad, at a 
fixed price in order to reduce the gold 
value of dollars; but his university 
professors forgot entirely to take the 
human factor into account. They advised 
President Roosevelt that, by means of the 
manipulation of gold prices, he could 
bring about all the advantages of currency 
inflation in the United States without any 
of its drawbacks. Men of financial ex- 
perience sought to dissuade him on the 
ground that he was trying to have his 
cake and eat it at the same time. He 
would not listen to them and hurled the 
rubber dollar into the arena. 

The experiment is failing because 
President Roosevelt is unable to control 
the dollar’s variations. He has not in- 
flated the currency, but he has brought 
about a position of such uncertainty that 
business with the United States on a 
dollar basis has become almost impossible. 
There is no real relation between the 
internal and the external value ol 
American currency, and, although there 
has been a certain improvement in com- 
modity prices, everybody knows that it 
is artificial The ‘‘ code” system— 
another invention of the professors—has 
had an ephemeral success ; but already its 
hollowness is becoming apparent, and 
‘big business ” in the United States is 
laughing at it. Pressure is being brought 
to bear on the President now from two sides. 
One party urges him to adopt a measure of 
inflation before he tackles next month’s 
financial problems; the other insists that 
he shall cut his losses and restore the dollar 
to a gold basis with the least possible 
delay. Mr. Roosevelt, however, continues 
to hold his own counsel. - He refuses to 
disclose his policy—if, indeed, he has a 
policy—and is keeping his friends, as well 
as his enemies; on tenterhooks. There is, 
however, an accumulated deficit in the 
United States of 7,589,000,000 dollars, and 
no amount of flag-wagging or brass bands 
will get rid of it. 

Mr. James Warburg, a financier of 
note, has written a letter to Senator 
Borah which provides a real glimmer 
of sense. In his opinion, the President's 
system is entirely wrong, and he holds 
that the revaluation of the dollar on a 
" modernised’ bullion basis is essential. 
Mr. Warburg declares that such a revalua- 
tion can be brought about only in close 
co-operation with Great Britain and the 
so-called sterling bloc. Realising that the 
dollar cannot stand alone, and that al! 
attempts to pursue a self-contained policy 
of finance must fail, he advocates a 
currency truce between London and New 
York as a preliminary to a general adj ust- 
ment of the exchanges. Britain is in a 
difficult position as regards the United 
States, inasmuch as she is a debtor nation, 
and, consequently, her motives are liable 
to be misunderstood. There is no doubt, 
however, that she would welcome any 
effort to restore the dollar's stability, 
because not only has its depreciation 
injured Britain’s export trade, but London 
is the centre of the world’s money market, 
and Wall street’s antics during recent 
months have had serious reactions. We 
are sure, therefore, that His Majesty’s 


Government would be glad to help 
President Roosevelt in any reasonable 
way. After all, the fate of the dollar is 


almost equally important in London and 
in New York.

Homeless Assyrians. 


Yesterday the Archbishop of Canterbury 
revived a question which, in his own 
words, ‘‘concerns the chivalry and 
honour ”’ of Great Britain. He asked the 
Government, in the House of Lords, if it 
could give any information about 
Geneva’s attitude to the Assyrian minority 
in Iraq. These Assyrians have made a 
prominent and tragic appearance in recent 
news.. They have lived for generations 
within the borders of the region which is 
now Iraq, but was, until the Great War, a 
part of the Turkish dominions. Differing 
in blood and religion from the Arabs, 
they were, not unnaturally, alarmed when 
the end of the War brought them under 
the jurisdiction of an Arab State; but 
while the British mandate prevailed in 
Iraq they lived in peace. Last year, 
however, the. time came when Britain 
was bound, by her treaty with the 
Iraqis. to sponsor Traq’s admission 
to full membership of the League 
of Nations, and concurrently the 
mandate was brought to an end. The 
Assyrians, led by their Patriarch, Mar 
Shimua, instantly brought their fears of 
oppression before the notice of the League. 
Nothing, of course, was done about it, 
and last July some of the younger and

The Pepys Exhibition. 


Samuel Pepys was 4 vain man, and, 
perhaps—after the living company has 
departed—his ghost preens itself, in these 
days, at the Old Marylebone Court House. 
The Pepys Tercentenary Exhibition of 
Manuscripts, Books and Pictures was 
opened there. on Monday. Its varied 
contents illustrate and illuminate the life 
curious person’’ (as his friend, John 
Evelyn, described him) whose Diary gives 
minute immortality to ten years of 
English statecraft, wisdom, folly, achieve- 
ment and intrigue. Magdalene College 
has lent the record of one of Pepys’s 
earlier lapses, when, as an undergraduate, 
he was reprimanded because he had 
allowed himself to be “ overserved with 
liguor.'” The note of Charles II.’s flight 
from Worcester is there—taken down by 
Pepys in shorthand from “ the lips of 
Majesty himself.” Visitors may gaze also 
upon Pepys’s letters to Lord Sandwich, on 
his correspondence with Sir Isaac Newton 
(he was an insatiable connoisseur of 
science, as of clothes, women, plays, 
books and sermons), and on many family 
portraits and other contemporary pictures. 
On the opening day skilled musicians 
intensified the Pepysian atmosphere with 
discourse of seventeenth century airs upon 
the spinet and harpsichord. “ Beauty 
retire,’’ to his own setting, that tinkles so 
often in the Diary, was one of these, and 
‘“* Greensleeves ’’ (to which Lord Sand- 
wich sang a song upon the Rump Parlia- 
ment) was another. Almost necessarily, 
the Diary dominates this exhibition, since 
Pepys’s human qualities—so multifarious, 
so eager, so firm, so frail, so lovable—are 
concentrated therein; but in a sense the 
Diary is an injustice to Pepys’s memory. 
We are apt to forget that it covers only 
ten years of his life, that his main work 
occupies only its background, and that he 
was a great public servant for nearly 
thirty years after the Diary’s last word 
was written. Pepys found the British 
Navy, when he was ‘“‘ jobbed” into 
the Secretaryship, weak and corruptly 
administered. His reforming zeal con- 
structed, as Mr. Arthur Bryant said on 
Monday, the scabbard to the sword which 
Nelson was to use. At the end of a life 
which gave England the Diary and her 
Navy, the tailor’s son was well entitled to 
his ‘‘ So, to bed.”

Sport in Russia. 


Soviet Russia is such a gloomy place 
that sport is about the last thing that one 
would expect to find in a flourishing condi- 
tion under the rule of the Bolsheviks. 
It appears, however, that the Commissars 
of the Kremlin are determined to make 
Russia “ sport-conscious.” To that end 
they have spent more than £24,000,000 
during the last few years, and in the 
present year £6,000,000 have been spent 
on the construction of sports grounds, as 
well as about £2,000,000 on sporting 
equipment of every kind. A new stadium 
at Moscow will seat 150,000 persons, and, 
therefore, will be bigger than Wembley, 
while Leningrad and Kharkoff each will 
have a stadium to accommodate 100,000 
spectators. The Soviet has established a 
Supreme Court of Physical Culture, which 
issues special badges to those comrades 
who pass certain tests in various branches 
of sport. Already 850,000 persons have 
secured these badges, and more than six 
and a half million persons are members of 
sporting organisations. Bolsheviks take 
their sport, as they take everything else, 
in deadly earnest, and all aspirants to 
badges must receive instruction from 
official experts. The idea of this great 
scheme is to prepare young Russians for 
‘labour and defence.” Since, however, 
the whole essence of real sport is its 
spontaneity, there is more national value 
in a game of football played with a 
bundle of rags in a Dublin slum than in 
all the regimented mechanism of Moscow. 


A CHRISTMAS TRUCE, 


SUGGESTION THAT WILL 
NOT BE ADOPTED. 


A suggestion made by an Irish Times 
correspondent that a tariff truce should 
be arra between the Free State and 
the British Customs authorities for a fort- 
night before Christmas has found no 
favour with the Free State authorities. 
The suggested truce was to enable people 
living in England to send presents to 
friends in the Free State or vice versa, 
and that under such an arrangement 
letters and parcels marked ‘‘ Christmas 
Present Only’’ would be allowed to go 
duty free.

& suggestion, and that there was little 
likelihood of the Government’s doing any-

Relief of Unemployment. 


Although strong objections have been 
raised by the municipal authorities 
throughout the country, the Government 
iamh to adhere to its proposal that 
these autnorities shall pay three-fifths of 
the cost incurred under Part 2 of the 
Unemployment Insurance Bill, while the 
State pays the other two-fifths. It is 
expected, however, that the Government 
will offer certain modifications in the 
method by which the payments can be 
made. The County Councils probably 
will agree to the Chancellor's terms— 
because they have been persuaded that 
they must agree—and in this view the 
Borough and Urban Councils will concur. 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain takes the line 


that he has given the municipal 
authorities an opportunity to make sug- 
gestions which would be better, from the 
national point of view, than his own ; but, 
since they have failed to take that oppor- 
tunity, the Government must carry out 
its intentions. 


Grounds for Divorce. 


The Churches and religious bodies are 
likely to offer strong opposition to the 
Matrimonial Causes Bill. introduced into 
the House of Commons by Mr. Holford 
Knight, since it provides several new 
grounds for divorce and nullity of mar- 
riage. Among these are desertion for at 
least three years, incurable insanity, 
habitual drunkenness, or imprisonment 
under a commuted death sentence. The 
bill proposes that after five years a 
divorce decree should not be questioned 
on any ground, and that a petition for 
judicial separation may be presented on 
any ground for which a petition for 
divorce may have been presented. The 
period of seven years’ continual absence 
shall be regarded as prima facie evidence 
that either party to a marriage is dead. 


Slate Clubs, 


Next month will see the payments made 
by the many slate and Christmas clubs 
existing here, and it is hoped that the: 
may pass without trouble. st year over 
a score of frauds were reported, and many 
of the poorest people lost their savings 
for the year. If there should be anything 
of the kind’ next month, action will be 
taken, and a fraud of an extremely mean 


character will be stamped: out by 
legislative methods. The scheme under 
review proposes that all slate and 


Christmas clubs shall be registered, that 
separate accounts shall be carefully kept, 
and that a maximum sum shall be allowed 
for expenses. It is pointed out that, in 
many cases, the amount deducted for ex- 
penses from the payments has been out 
of proportion to the work done, and an 
injustice to the member. The great 
majority of these clubs are managed 
properly and economically, but there are 
exceptions, which must be watched. 


Christmas Trees. 


All the Christmas trees used in Great 
Britain this year must be British; for, 
under the Importation of Palm Trees and 
Conifers (Prohibition) Order, no living 
plants of firs, or genera of pines, are 
allowed to enter the country. An effect of 
the Order will be to prohibit the im- 
portation of Norwegian spruce, one of the 
most popular of decorations, and wi’ 'ely 


used for Christmas trees. Investiga- 
tion has been made by the Forestry Com- 
mission, which is satisfied that any 


demand can be met adequately from home 
sources. During the past three years 
many acres of Christmas trees have been 
planted in Somerset and Gloucester- 
shire. In addition, many private in- 
dividuals have been growing these trees, 
and it is expected that a quarter of a 
million will find their way to the market 
from the estates of Lord Iveach. Lord 
Carnarvon and Lord Fisher. The price 
may be a little higher than of old but 
not so much higher as to interfere with 
the sale.

In the interval between the formation

Chancellor Hitler's overture to France in 
receiving the French Ambassador for » 
discussion of outstanding differences, on 
the one hand, and Great Britain's attitude 
on the other, engross the Press to-day as 
much as the French Budget, the plight ol 
the Treasury, and the future of the French 
Government. 

As regards Hitler, there is general 
opposition to negotiating over the Saar, 
which is considered to be the perquisite 
of the League of Nations. 

On the British side of the picture, Mr. 
Baldwin's speech in the House of 
Commons last night, and his references to 
France, are described by the semi-official 
Temps as “noble language.”’ 

‘‘TIf the Macdonald Government trans- 
forms these words into acts, Franco- 
British collaboration will become a per- 
manent and fertile reality.’’ 

In the realm of home politics, the 
auguries for the Chautemps Government 
are not favourable. The Premier, who is 
as aware of this as anyone, has. decided 
that there can be no beating about the 
bush. He will not on Saturday ask for a 
vote of sufferance, but will demand a 
definite and immediate pronouncement for 
or against his financial proposals.

LIKE A BOX KITE, 


“ Mrs. Butler was carrying as passenger 
Miss Audrey Sale-Barkert, the pilot and 
ski expert. She was returning to Heston 
from Stag Lane in very thick weather 
when she was forced to execute a steeply- 
banked turn to avoid colliding with a 
machine of the size of the average light 
two-seater aeroplane, which appeared to 
combine the characteristics of an engine- 
less biplane and a box kite. 

“The machine was apparently attached 
to the ground. 

“ Mr. Guy Robson, flying his mono- 
plane, also encountered the ‘monster.’ 
Although fiying some three hundred feet 
below he had to swerve sharply to avoid 
colliding with the mooring cables, which 
were not marked with the warning 
tubular streamers prescribed by the Air 
Ministry for this purpose.”’ 

No news of the “ fying monster" was, 
however, obtainable at the Air Ministry 
last night.

UNPLEASANTLY NEAR. 


Mrs. Butler declared in an interview 
that the machine, or whatever it was. 
was large enough to have caused a crash 
had she struck it. 

“I was flying,” she said, “in rather 
thick weather, and was turning to find 
just where I was when I came almost face 
to face with what looked like a very large 
kite—as big as a small aeroplane. It was 
flying at a height of 500 or 600 feet. Tt 
was very startling—I have never seen any- 
thing like it in the air before, and I have 
done a lot of flying. 

“ I was only sixty yards away, and that 
is unpleasantly near when one is in the 
air. 1 had to turn sharply to miss it, 
and was quite alarmed for a moment. 

““-Ás far as I can say it was attached 
by series of thin ropes, like telegraph 
wires, to the ground—somewhere about the 
slopes of Harrow-on-the-Hill.”’

A token payment of 1,000,000 dollars, 
the same amount as paid in June, has 
been offered by Italy on account of her 
war debt instalment due to the United 
States on December 15th. 

In June Italy paid 1,000,000 dollars in 
silver, out of the total 13,545,000 dollars 
due. | 

The Italian Embassy to-day notified the 
State Department of this offer, and the 
news was at once conveyed to President 
Roosevelt. 

Diplomatic circles here refused to dis- 
cuss the token offer until President Roose- 
velt has taken action with regard to it. 

Mr. Phillips, Under-Secretary of State, 
said that war debt negotiations were pro- 
ceeding with Finland, Latvia and Czecho- 
slovakia. 

France, Belgium, Poland, Lithuania 
and Yugoslavia defaulted altogether in 
June, and Finland was the only country 
which paid in full. 


CELANESE WORKERS’ 
DEATHS. 


CORONER REPORTS TO 
HOME OFFICE,

The deaths oí five men who had been 
employed by British Celanese, Ltd, arti- 
ficial silk manufacturers, at Spondon, near 
Derby, are engaging the attention of the 
authorities. 

The five men were: 
West road, Spondon, Derby; Albert 
Sheldon, aged 33, of Lawrence street, 
Long Eaton, Nottingham; Elijah Gibson, 
aged 29, of Marehay; Charles William 
Benniston, aged 33, of Loscoe road, 
Heanor, and John William Cartwright, 
aged 29, of Larklands. Ilkeston. 

Wade and Sheldon died during the week- 
end. Gibson died on November 2ist. 
Benniston was taken ill on November 12th 
and died on November 19th. Cartwright 
died on November 11th. 

Wade died in Derby Royal Infirmary, 
and a post-mortem examination failed to 
reveal an obvious cause of death, and an 
analysis of certain organs has been ordered. 
An inquest is expected to be opened

shortly. 
Sheldon died in Nottingham General 
Hospital, and the inquest in this case 


has been provisionally fixed at Nottingham 
for to-day. There is every possibility, 
however, that the inquiry will be trans- 
ferred to Derby to avoid duplication. 

In regard to Elijah Gibson, who died 
in the Derbyshire Royal Infirmary, a post- 
mortem examination has been ordered. 

Benniston and Cartwright died at their 
homes, and the funerals took place with- 
out inquests being considered necessary. 

In the case of Benniston a post-mortem 
was conducted. 


CORONER’S REPORT. 


It is understood that a report has been 
sent by Mr. A. N. Whiston, the Coroner, 
to the Home Office concerning Benniston 
and Cartwright. This report was for- 
warded last night, and the Coroner is 
awaiting instructions before making any 
new move in regard to both cases. 

Three doctors collaborated in the post- 
mortem on Benniston, and their report 
showed that death was due to natural 
causes. If the Home Office, in the light 
of all the facts submitted to them, consider 
that an inquiry should be held on 
Benniston and Cartwright, there must be 
an exhumation. 

If that course is ordered, it is under- 
stood that there will be a combined inquest 
on the five men.

BALTIMORE, Tuesday. 


FIERCE clash between an infuriated 

mob and United States soldiers at 
Salisbury (Maryland), in which tear gas 
bombs and bricks were hurled and shots 
fired, came as a climax to to-day’s efforts 
of Governor Ritchie of Maryland to arrest 
nine men in connection with the lynching 
of an aged negro at Princess Anne (Mary- 
land) in October. 

The State Attorney refused to arrest the 
men, so under Governor Ritchie's orders 
a secret house-to-house search was made 
in Princess Anne last night and today by 
a regiment of the National Guard, armed 
with machine-guns, tear gas bombs and 
riot guns. 

Four of the wanted men were hauled 
from their beds last night and taken to 
the State Armoury at Salisbury. 


ANGRY TOWNSFOLK, 


The report of their arrest spread like 
wildfire, and clusters of townspeople soon 
gathered around the Armoury. Antagonism 
against the Governor’s action flared up, 
and later a yelling crowd surged against 
the building 

A pitched battle took place. Troops 
hurled tear gas bombs into the advancing 
mob, but still they came on, and drove 
the soldiers back into the Armoury. 

The general fire alarm was sounded, 
and brought fire brigades full-speed to 
the scene. 

A fusillade of bricks were launched 
against the Armoury. Shots followed, but 
it is not known whether they were fired 
by the crowd or by the troops. 

Firemen appeared to be sympathetic 
towards the crowd, because they poured 
water into the tear gas, apparently in an 
effort to deaden the effect of the fumes. 

Early in the afternoon, after the riot 
had died down, the troops departed, and 
apparently headed towards Baltimore. It 
is not known whether the arrested men 
were with them. The crowd did not 
molest the troops as they left in motor 
‘buses, but they seized and overturned a 
motor car which was said to belong to the 
State Attorney. 


“MARTIAL LAW.” 

The efforts of Governor Ritchie's men to 
make their arrests last night were 
shrouded in considerable mystery. 
Attempts to communicate with Princess 
Anne failed, and it was reported that the 
town was under martial law. A telephone 
girl baldly told inquirers that a State 
‘‘cop’’ was in possession of the town. 
Governor Ritchie denied the report, and 
explained that the troops were present 
merely to assist in the arrest of the nine 
alleged lynchers. 

The negro for whose lynching the men 
are wanted was brutally done to death by 
a mob at Princess Anne on October 18th. 
Defying a barrage of tear gas bombs and 


stroyed by cooking. 


the truncheons of twenty police, over a 
thousand people burst into the county jail 


| and carried off the negro, who was accused 


of assaulting an aged white woman. 

The victim was stripped and dragged 
through the town by a rope round his neck, 
and then hanged to a tree next to the 
judge’s residence. Later the body was cut 
down and burnt in the public square.

THREE POSSIBLE 
. COURSES. 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes:—Sir John Simon's last and 
best speech on Disarmament was followed 
by another, equally admirable, from Mr. 
Baldwin late on Monday night, and the 
devotion of so much of the same general 
debate to this subject is fresh proof, if 
proof were needed, of the extreme im- 
portance which the National Government 
attach to an agreed Convention for the 
limitation of arms. The Draft Conven- 
tion, which was drawn up by the Foreign 
Office and approved by the Cabinet before 
it went to Geneva, embodied the most 
promising proposals made at Geneva by 
all the nau ne at the Disarmament Con- 
ference, and it has since been accepted 
by them in principle. ‘‘ In principle” 
is, unfortunately, known by now to mean 
something very different from '“ in de- 
tail” Innumerable amendments await 
consideration when the draft comes to a 
second reading. It will have to be modi- 
fied ; it ought, if possible, to be simpli- 
fied, and the process is going to be 
neither easy nor short. But the Conven- 
tion still holds the field. 

Mr. Baldwin placed the. choice very 
frankly before the House. You may have 
a disarmament of all countries, he said, 
to the level of existing German arma- 
ments. Failing that, there might be a 
limitation of arms at the defensive 
level. Finally, if there is no agreement 
upon limitation, there will be competition 
in armaments, and, in no circumstances, 


Mr. Baldwin added, must that third 
alternative be reached. His .words were 
loudly cheered by the House. Neither 


parliamentary nor public opinion feels 
the slightest doubt that it would be a 
check to the confident progress of civilisa- 
tion if, after so many sincere declarations 
from every quarter in favour of the 
principle of limitation, and after the prin- 
ciple has already actually been applied in 
the naval sphere, the nations were to be 
thrown back upon the crude practice of 
uncontrolled arming by one against the 
other. 

Everyone in this country realises how 
much more difficult it must be for France, 
or for any other neighbour of Germany, 
than it is for Great Britain to agree to 
the application of the principle of 
equality, but Mr. Baldwin’s words to 
France, as Paris has been quick to recog- 
nise, were the words of a friend. The 
French, without any doubt, want a secure 
peace as much as anybody in this country. 
The whole question is whether real peace 
is to be secured by mere superiority of 
armed force.

THE HORSE BREEDING 
BILL.

HE session of the Dail for 1933 is 
drawing to a close. It is not im- 
probable that when the House rises this 
evening it may not meet again until some 
time in the new year. The rising to-day, 
however, is dependent on certain circum- 
stances, and if these do not arise there 
may be another meeting next week. 

The chief items to-day are the Horse 
Breeding Bill on report stage, for which 
some amendments have been tabled; the 
Workmen’s Compensation Bill, also on 
report stage, and the second reading of the 
Sea Fisheries Bill. In the event of the 
second reading of the latter bill being 
carried, the House may be asked to take 
all the succeeding stages at once. 


LOCAL OFFICIALS’ 
SALARIES. 


There is to be another financial bill to 
confirm certain new duties already im- 
posed. A new bill to be introduced is the 
Local Authorities (Temporary Economies) 


Bill No. 2. This is to take the place of 
a similar bill which was introduced 
several months azo. but was never cir- 


culated. It is intended to give power to 
iocal authorities to enforce reductions of 


salaries of officials in their employment, 
presumably on the lines of the Act passed 
earlier this year enforcing ‘‘cuts’’ of 
salaries in the Civil Service and other 


departments. 

The question paper includes 45 queries 
for oral answer. This is the largest num- 
ber permitted by the Standing Orders. 


THE GLASGOW AFFAIR. 


Mr. P. McGilligan will put a further 
series of questions to President de Valera 
on the subject of the Deputy Mulcahy 
affair. He will ask if at any time prior 
to his publishing the charge in the Dail, 
the President had suggested to his in- 
formant that he should make an affidavit 
or statutory declaration, or if he even en- 
deavoured to obtain a promise from this 
his allegations; if he endeavoured to 
secure confirmation of the story by appli- 
cation to the informant or any other per- 
son, and if the information was induced 
by a pledge of secrecy or agreement to any 
consideration of value, and whether or not 
information on any other matter had been 
received from this person, and whether 
such information had been received by any 
of the methods mentioned. 

Mr. McGilligan will further ask the 
President if instructions given to counsel 


appearing on behalf of the State in 
criminal matters are submitted for 
Government approval, and if, in fact, the 


request made by State counsel in such 
prosecutions, that the Court should enter 
a refusal to recognise the Courts of the 
Saorstat as a plea of “ Not Guilty,” has 
been approved by the Government or is 
in accord with their policy, and whether 


counsel have been, or will be, instructed 
to make such requests in all such cases 
no matter what contumacious acts and cir- 


cumstances accompany the refusal to 
recognise the Courts of the State. 


CITIZENSHIP. 


Mr. P. 8. Doyle (U.I.P., Dublin, N.) 
will ask the Minister for External Affaire 
if it is his intention soon to “introduce 
proposals for legislation governing the 
future acquisition and termination of 
citizenship in the Saorstat. 

General Mulcahy (U.I.P., Dublin, N.) 
will ask the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce if he will now state the date 
by which he expects to publish the Direc. 
tory of Irish Manufacturers. 

Mr. MecGilligan (U.I.P., National Uni- 
versity) will ask the Minister for Finance 
what amount of money has been expended 
ou export bounties and subsidies in (a) the 
financial year 1952-33, and (b) in the 
present financial year to the latest date 
for which figures are available. 


MR. BUCKLEY’S SALARY. 


Mr. Eamonn O'Neill (U.I.P., Cork, 
West) will ask the Minister for Finance 
if he will state what arrangements have 
been made for the appropriation of the 
balance of the Governor-General’s salary, 
amounting to a sum of £8,000, which the 
Governor-General on his appointment 
agreed not to take.
